Blagojevich barred from 
office in unanimous vote 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL. I Gov. Rod Blagojevich was 
unanimously convicted at his impeachment 
trial and thrown out of office Thursday, end- 
ing a nearly two-month cri- 
sis that erupted with his 
arrest on charges he tried to 
sell Barack Obama’s vacant 
Senate seat. Blagojevich 
becomes the first gover- 
nor in more than 20 years 
to be removed by impeach- 
ment. 

After a four- day trial, the Illinois Senate 
voted 59-0 to convict him of abuse of power, 
automatically removing the second-term 
Democrat. Democratic Lt. Gov. Patrick Quinn 
immediately became governor. 

In a second 59-0 vote, the Senate fur- 
ther barred Blagojevich from ever holding 
public office in Illinois again. “We have this 
thing called impeachment, and it’s bleeping 
golden,” Democratic state Sen. James Meeks 
said, mocking Blagojevich’s expletive -laden 
words captured on an FBI wiretap. 

Federal prosecutors are expected to bring a 
corruption indictment against Blagojevich by 
April, after which a trial date will be set. (ap)

Homeland Security 
chief wants ‘criminal 
aliens’ out of the U.S. 

WASHINGTON I If you’re a criminal 
and you’re not entitled to be in the 
United States, Homeland Security 
Secretary Janet Napolitano wants 
you out of the country. 

Napolitano wants what she calls 
“criminal aliens” off American streets, 
and she is looking 
at existing immi- 
gration enforce- 
ment programs 
to see if taxpay- 
ers are getting 
the most bang for 
their buck. 

“That sounds 
very simple, but it’s historically not 
been done,” Napolitano said, speak- 
ing to reporters and senior Immi- 
gration and Customs Enforcement 
officials Thursday. 

About 113,000 criminals who 
were in the U.S. illegally were deport- 
ed last year, Immigration and Cus- 
toms Enforcement said. The agency 
estimates there are now as many as 
450,000 criminals in detention cen- 
ters who are in the country illegally. 

Napolitano, whose job includes 
overseeing immigration laws, says 
she also will go after criminal fugi- 
tives who are in the country ille- 
gally. (AP)

N.Y. comptroller says 
financial execs were

WASHINGTON I President Obama 
issued a withering critique Thursday 
of Wall Street corporate behavior, 
calling it “the height of irrespon- 
sibility” for employees to be paid 
more than $18 billion in bonuses 
last year while their crumbling 
financial sector received a bailout 
from taxpayers. 

“It is shameful,” Obama said 
from the Oval Office. “And part of 
what we’re going to need is for the 
folks on Wall Street who are ask- 
ing for help to show some restraint, 
and show some discipline, and show 
some sense of responsibility.” 

The president’s comments, 
made with new Treasury Secre- 
tary Timothy Geithner at his side, 
came in swift response to a report 
that employees of the New York 
financial world garnered an esti- 


mated $18.4 billion in bonuses last 
year. The figure from the New York 
comptroller drew a flurry of news 
coverage. 

The president said the public dis- 
likes the idea of helping the finan- 


cial sector dig out of a hole, only to 
see it get bigger because of lavish 
spending. The comptroller’s report 
found that Wall Street bonuses were 
down 44 percent, but still at about 
the same level as they were during

Ice Cuts Power to 1.3 Million

Residents in Ark., Ky. 
could be living without 
electricity for weeks 

CADIZ, KY. I Storm-battered resi- 
dents of several states hunkered 
down in frigid homes and shelters 
Thursday, expecting to spend at 
least a week without power and 
waiting in long lines to buy gen- 
erators, firewood, groceries and 
bottled water. 

Utility companies in Missouri, 
Kentucky, Ohio, Arkansas and 
West Virginia warned that the esti- 
mated 1.3 million people left in the 
dark by an ice storm wouldn’t have 
power back before Saturday at the 
earliest or, at worst, as late as mid- 
February. 

Already, the situation was 
becoming dire for some communi- 
ties in Kentucky, where the power 
outages crippled pumping stations 
and cut off access to water. Tra- 
cie and Jeff Augustinovich drove 
15 miles from their home in the 
western Kentucky town of Rock 
Castle to buy groceries. Their home 
had very little running water, and 
though they stocked up before the 


storm, they weren’t sure their sup- 
plies will last. 

“We’re buying up anything that 
we can eat cold,” Trade Augusti- 
novich said. 

Utility crews found themselves 
up against roads blocked by ice- 
caked power lines, downed trees 
and other debris. Help from across 
the country was arriving in con- 


voys to assist the states with the 
worst outages. But with so many 
homes and businesses in the dark 
— there were more than 600,000 
across Kentucky alone — the effort 
is still expected to take days, if not 
weeks. 

Since the storm began Monday, 
the weather has been blamed for at 
least 25 deaths, (ap)

SACRAMENTO, CALIF. I A federal 
judge has denied a request to keep 
secret the names of donors to Cal- 
ifornia’s anti-gay marriage initia- 
tive. U.S. District Judge Morrison 
England Jr. ruled Thursday that the 
state’s campaign disclosure laws 
are intended to protect the public 
and are important during expen- 
sive initiative campaigns. 

Supporters of Proposition 8 had 
sought a preliminary injunction to 
hide the identities of those who con- 
tributed to their campaign. The ini- 
tiative was approved by voters and 
overturned a state Supreme Court 
ruling that allowed gay marriage. 

Reports that identify those who 
donated within two weeks of the 
election or afterward are scheduled 
to be released Monday, (ap) 


128 Army troops killed 
themselves last year, up 
from 115 deaths in ’07 

WASHINGTON I Suicides among 
U.S. soldiers rose last year to the 
highest level in decades, the Army 
announced Thursday. 

At least 128 soldiers killed them- 
selves in 2008. But the final count 
is likely to be considerably higher 
because 15 more suspicious deaths 
are still being investigated and could 
also turn out to be self-inflicted, 
the Army said. 

The new suicide figure compares 
with 115 in 2007 and 102 in 2006, 
and is the highest since record-keep- 
ing began in 1980. Officials calcu- 
late the deaths at a rate of roughly 


20.2 per 100,000 soldiers — which is 
higher than the adjusted civilian rate 
for the first time 
since the Vietnam 
War, officials said 
at a Pentagon news 
conference. 

“We need to 
move quickly to do 
everything we can 
to reverse this dis- 
turbing ... number,” 
Army Vice Chief of 
Staff Gen. Peter Chiarelli said. 

Military officials have said that 
troops are under tremendous and 
unprecedented stress because of 
repeated and long tours of duty 
due to the simultaneous war 
efforts in Iraq and Afghanistan.

Turkish PM Chides Israel Over Gaza

Erdogan leaves stage

DAVOS, SWITZERLAND I Turkey’s 
prime minister stalked off the 
stage at the World Economic 
Forum red-faced Thursday after 
reproaching Israel’s president over 
the Gaza offensive by saying, “You 
kill people.” 

The packed audience, which 
included President Obama’s close 
adviser Valerie Jarrett, appeared 
stunned as Turkish Prime Minister 
Recep Tayyip Erdogan and Israeli 
President Shimon Peres raised their 


voices and traded accusations. 

Peres was passionate in his 
defense of Israel’s 23 -day offensive 


against Hamas militants, launched 
in reaction to eight years of rocket 
fire aimed at Israeli territory. As he 


spoke, Peres often turned toward 
Erdogan, who in his remarks had 
criticized the Israeli blockade of 
Gaza, saying it was an “open-air 
prison, isolated from the rest of 
the world,” and referred to the Pal- 
estinian death toll of about 1,300. 
Thirteen Israelis also died. 

“Why did they fire rockets? 
There was no siege against Gaza,” 
Peres said, his voice rising in emo- 
tion. “Why did they fight us? What 
did they want?”

Afghanistan Delays Presidential Vote 


3 Killed 
Ahead of 
Iraqi Vote 

Gunmen fatally shoot 
political candidates as 
security push begins 

BAGHDADI Gunmen apparently tar- 
geting political candidates staged 
attacks around Iraq on Thursday, 
leaving at least three people dead 
as Iraqi forces began imposing a 
full-scale security clampdown in 
advance of voting for provincial 
council seats. 

The level of violence around Iraq 
is significantly lower than in past 
years, but Saturday’s election is 
seen as a test of Iraqi self-reliance 
as the U.S. military turns over more 
authority to local forces. 

In Baghdad, Sunni candidate 
Omer Farooq al-Ani, was killed in 
a drive-by shooting as he stepped 
from his home in the western 
Amiriya neighborhood, said a police 
officer, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because he was not 
authorized to speak to media. 

Northeast of Baghdad, Sunni 
candidate Abbas Farhan was killed 
in a shooting ambush as he left a 
rally in Diyala Province, while in 
Mosul, gunmen killed Sunni can- 
didate Hazim Salim, brian murphy (ap) 


KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Afghani- 
stan will postpone its presidential 
election until Aug. 20, four months 
later than the constitution specifies, 
to give incoming U.S. forces more 
time to stabilize the country’s most 
violent areas, the national election 
commission said Thursday. 

Opposition lawmakers decried 


the delay and said they won’t rec- 
ognize Hamid Karzai as president 
after May 22 — his last day in office, 
according to the constitution. Par- 
liament is set to debate the issue Sat- 
urday in a potentially contentious 
session that could signal whether a 
constitutional crisis looms. 

“If Karzai is in office after May 22, 


that will be illegal,” said Sayyid 
Agha Hussain Fazel Sancharaki, 
spokesman for the National Front, a 
group of opposition lawmakers. 

The constitution says the elec- 
tion should be held 30 to 60 days 
before May 22.

Metro: $5M Spent on Inauguration 


Transit agency plans 
to seek reimbursement 
funds from Congress 

Metro spent more than $5 million to 
operate extra service for Inaugura- 
tion Day and the days immediately 
leading up to Jan. 20, according 
to a report that General Manager 
John B. Catoe Jr. gave to the Metro 
board Thursday. 

The figure is an estimate sent 
to D.C. Mayor Adrian M. Fenty’s 
office Wednesday with the under- 


standing that the mayor’s office 
would, in turn, include that figure 
in its request for reimbursement 
from Congress. 

On Inauguration Day, Metro 
carried more people than on any 
other day in its 33 -year-history: 
1,120,000 train trips, 423,000 
Metrobus trips, and 1,721 MetroAc- 
cess paratransit rides, for a total of 
1,544,721 trips. 

The agency ran an unprecedent- 
ed 17 hours of rush-hour service 
on Inauguration Day, operating 
974 rail cars during the busiest

period that afternoon, compared 
with about 830 rail cars during the 
typical weekday rush period.

WASHINGTON I The number of peo- 
ple receiving unemployment ben- 
efits has reached the highest level 
on records that go back more than 
40 years, the government said 
Thursday. 

The Labor Department report- 
ed that the number of Americans 
continuing to claim unemploy- 
ment insurance for the week ending 
Jan. 17 was a seasonally adjust- 
ed 4.78 million, the highest since 
records started in 1967- 

As a proportion of the work 
force, the tally of unemployment 
benefit recipients is the highest 


since August 1983, a department 
analyst said. 

The jobless total released by 
the department 
doesn’t include 
about 1.7 million 
■ people receiving 

benefits under an 
extended unem- 
ployment com- 
pensation program 
authorized by Con- 
gress last summer. 

That means the 

total number of recipients is actu- 
ally closer to 6.5 million people.

Ford Reports Its Worst Year Ever 

Automaker maintains 
it will not seek bailout 
aid from government 


DEARBORN, MICH. I After the worst 
annual loss in its 105-year history, 
Ford Motor Co. still doesn’t plan to 
seek government aid, but it’s bor- 
rowing more money and hinting at 
further restructuring to brace for a 
tough 2009 and any surprises from 
the unpredictable economy. 

The second-largest U.S. -based 
automaker on Thursday reported 
a $14.6 billion net loss for 2008, 


beating its old record of $12.6 bil- 
lion set two years earlier. Ford lost 
$5.9 billion in the fourth quar- 
ter, but more importantly it spent 
$5.5 billion more than it took 
in, dropping its cash reserves to 
$13.4 billion at year’s end. 

The company, like other auto- 
makers, predicted a slow start to 
the year with a small recovery in 
the second half aided by govern- 
ment stimulus packages. But Ford 
is behaving like it’s expecting things 
to get worse. 

Ford said its financing arm 
would cut about 20 percent of its 


work force, or 1,200 full-time and 
contract jobs, as it deals with a 
smaller U.S. market. 

To improve its liquidity, Ford 
also took $2 billion set to go into 
a union-administered health care 
trust fund and converted it into a 
note payable at the end of 2009. 
As a result, the company has about 
$25.5 billion in liquidity available. 

But if Ford continues to burn 
cash at the pace it did in the fourth 
quarter, it could reach $10 billion 
— the minimum amount required 
to operate the company — in about

ed three seasons with the Iowa 
Barnstormers of the Arena Foot- 
ball League and two years with 
the Amsterdam Admirals in NFL 
Europe. Before the 1999 season, 
Warner was a backup with the 
Rams when starter Trent Green 
was injured. Coach Dick Vermeil 
turned to Warner, and the result 
was one of the most prolific offenses 
in NFL history. 

Even in Arizona, success never 
came easily. 

He found an offensive rhythm 
this year with his powerhouse group 
of receivers, and the Cardinals took 
flight. His statistics this season rival 
those of his St. Louis days, finish- 
ing second in the NFL in comple- 
tions (401), second in completion 
percentage (67.1), second in yards 
passing (4,583) and third in pass- 
ing touchdowns (30). 

Warner will make his 20th start 
of the season on Sunday, the most 
of his career. As far as his team- 
mates are concerned, he’s already 
a Hall of Famer.

Nothing ‘New’ 


This ‘comedy’ is just 
what it appears to be: 
soggy and boring 

FILMS I Good people of Minnesota: 
Stand up! Fight back! Take back 
your state and your culture and 
your accent! 

Because if you don’t, movies 
like “New in Town” will continue 
to blow through and tear things 


up at your expense, allegedly in the 
name of comedy. 

This soggy fish- out-of-water 
slog, starring Renee Zellweger as 
a Miami executive forced to move 
to tiny New Ulm, Minn., is chock- 
full of stereotypically folksy folks, 
people whose conversations are 
peppered with plenty of “Oh, yas” 
and “You betchas.” All the women 
like scrapbooking and all the men 
like ice fishing. All of them. 


The only vaguely funny bit comes 
when Zellweger’s Lucy Hill spouts 
a litany of business jargon while 
awkwardly trying to make nice with 
the locals over a few beers, and they 
turn it into a drinking game. 

Even if it had tried to capitalize 
on the popularity of “Fargo” and 
come out more than a decade ago, 
it still wouldn’t have been remote- 
ly funny. Not only is the parody far 
from fresh, but it also doesn’t reveal 


any worthwhile insight. The gener- 
ic title alone should indicate how 
utterly bereft of creativity “New in 
Town” truly is. 

Lucy, who’s climbing the lad- 
der at a snack food corporation, is 
assigned to one of its factories in the 
frigid north with the ultimate task 
of shutting it down. But before she 
sets a single stiletto -heeled foot on 
the ice, you know how this is going 
to turn out. 

She just might end up liking the 
place and its people. Maybe she’ll 
even find a way to keep the factory 
running. And you know the second 
she clashes with blue-collar union 
rep Ted (a low-key Harry Connick 
Jr.) that the two will eventually fall 
for each other. 

Along the way, Lucy crashes 
her car to avoid hitting some live- 
stock, falls face-first into a snow 
bank and drunkenly tumbles off 
her front porch. Clearly, Zellweger 
is up for the challenges of slapstick 
humor (see: Bridget Jones), but she 
gets nothing clever or light to work 
with here, and with her severe bob 
haircut and the harsh way she’s shot, 
all the forces conspire against her 
to turn Lucy into an irreparably 
unappealing character. 

Of course the script from Min- 
neapolis native Kenneth Ranee 
and C. Jay Cox (“Sweet Home Ala- 
bama”) is overly familiar and for- 
mulaic, as so many are — it’s the 
flat, hokey, one-note way Danish 
director Jonas Elmer gets us there 
that’s so depressing, christy

FILM I A great deal of the allure 
in “Taken” comes from the wild 
juxtaposition of its premise: the 
idea of Liam Neeson — esteemed, 
acclaimed, 56-year-old Liam 
Neeson — kicking all kinds of butt 
in a Euro B -revenge thriller. 

Yes, Pierre Morel’s film moves 
with breathlessly incessant fluid- 


ity and speed; that’s a given from 
the director of the French action 
flick “District B13,” working from 
a script co-written by Luc Besson, 
for whom this sort of trashy adven- 
ture is his baguette and butter. But 
cast someone you’ve never heard 
of in the lead role and it might not 
have worked nearly so well. 

Neeson seems to be having a 
blast, too, unleashing chaos as 
former CIA operative Bryan Mills. 
Bryan’s been trying to live a quiet 
life in Los Angeles, where he’s 


moved to be closer to his 17-year- 
old daughter, Kim (Maggie Grace), 
who he neglected for years while he 
was out tracking baddies around 
the globe. 

But when Kim and her girl- 
friend are kidnapped, Bryan must 
dash around to prevent a group of 
Albanian goons from selling her 
into sex slavery. It’s all sordid and 
unseemly, but if you can get past 
that, “Taken” is also unexpectedly 
fun in a guilty-pleasure sort

Perhaps you’ve seen a 
recounting in a movie starring Lou 
Diamond Phillips or Gary Busey, 
or pieced it all together thanks to 
Don McLean’s “American Pie.” 
But, really, you should just listen 
to every Holly record you can find 
if you want to know what a huge 
loss it was for the music world. 
Holly was just 22 when he died in 
1 959, and he had already penned a 
slew of hits — “That’ll Be the Day,” 
“Peggy Sue,” “Not Fade Away” and 
“It’s So Easy” among them — and 
it’s not exactly outlandish to say 
that had he lived and continued 
at his pace he would have landed 
at that sweet spot the Beatles hit 
before the Fab Four did. That’s just 
fun rock ’n’ roll speculation, though, 
and even with a catalog limited to 
a few dozen songs, it’s still plenty 
worth celebrating.

Hidden cameras help 
high-tech ads tailor 
messages to viewers 

Watch an advertisement on a video 
screen in a mall, health club or gro- 
cery store and there’s a slim — but 
growing — chance the ad is watch- 
ing you, too. 

Small cameras can now be 
embedded in the screen or hidden 
around it, tracking who looks at the 
screen and for how long. The mak- 
ers of the tracking systems say the 
software can determine the viewer’s 
gender, approximate age range and, 
in some cases, ethnicity — and can 
change the ads accordingly. 

That could mean razor ads for 
men, cosmetics ads for women and 
video-game ads for teens. 

And even if the ads don’t shift 
based on who is watching, the tech- 
nology’s ability to determine the 
viewers’ demographics is golden 
for advertisers who want to know 
how effectively they’re reaching 
their target audience. 


the science-fiction movie “Minor- 
ity Report,” in which Tom Cruise’s 
character enters a mall and finds 
that retinal scanners identify him 
and prompt personalized ads that 
greet him by name. 

But this technology doesn’t go 
nearly that far. It doesn’t identi- 
fy people individually — it sim- 
ply categorizes them by outward 
appearances. 

So, a video screen might show a 
motorcycle ad for a group of men, 
but switch to a minivan ad when 
women and children join them, said 
Vicki Rabenou, the chief measure- 
ment officer of Tampa, Fla.-based 
TruMedia Technologies Inc., one 
of the leaders in developing the 
technology.

While the technology remains 
in limited use for now, advertising 
industry analysts say it is finally 
beginning to live up to its prom- 
ise.

“This is proactive merchandis- 
ing,” Rabenou said. “You’re target- 
ing people with smart ads.” 

Because the tracking industry 
is still in its infancy, there isn’t yet 
consensus on how to refer to the 
technology. Some call it face read- 
ing, face counting, gaze tracking or, 
more generally, face-based audience 
measurement. 

Whatever it’s called, advertis- 
ers are finally ready to try it, said 
advertising consultant Jack Sul- 
livan, a senior vice president of 
Starcom USA in Chicago. “I think 
you’re going to see a lot of movement 
toward it by the end of this year in 
the top 10 markets,” he said. 

Because face tracking might feel 
reminiscent of Big Brother, manu- 
facturers are racing to offer reas- 
surances. When the systems cap- 
ture an image of who’s watching 
the screen, a computer instantly 
analyzes it. The systems’ manufac- 
turers insist, however, that nothing 
is ever stored. 

The idea still worries Lee Tien,

accuracy, that’s still giving you a 
wealth of information,” said Debo-

Electronic Frontier Foundation, a 
civil-liberties group in San Fran- 
cisco.

In general, the tracking sys- 
tems work like this: A sensor or 
camera in or near the screen iden- 
tifies viewers’ faces by picking up 
shapes, colors and the relative speed 
of movement. 

The companies say their systems 
have become adept at determining 
a viewer’s gender, but age is trick- 
ier: The software can categorize 
age only in broad ranges. There’s

An all-female club 
saves money and 
time on repairs by 
sharing the work 

When Delores Wilson decided it was 
time to remove the late 1980s-era 
striped wallpaper from her powder 
room and coat the walls in a tex- 
tured beige-green paint combo, the 
project was far more daunting and 
extensive than any other she had 
undertaken. But she wasn’t wor- 
ried. That’s because she had a dedi- 
cated team of three other women 
to help her out, even as the project 
hit its low point, when all four were 
crammed inside the tiny bathroom, 
scraping at stubborn scraps of paper 
with putty knives. 

“I would never have done it on 
my own,” says Wilson, 46, of Bowie, 
a safety manager for the government 


and a member of the Do It Herself 
Meetup Group of Prince George’s 
County. “It took me years to even 
get up the nerve [to start the proj- 
ect]. But once I was talking 
to the ladies, it was, like, 
power in numbers.” 

The Do It Her- 
self group, which has - 
about 13 members, gets 1 
together a few times per ' 
month to work on mem- ^ 
bers’ home improvement 
projects — everything from 
replacing a vinyl kitchen floor to 
installing an automatic light switch 
in a garage. And it seems they are on 
to something; an Associated Press 
story published in November noted 
that DI Y clubs have recently begun 
to spring up across the country as 
homeowners try to save money amid 
the recession. 

Even online groups and message 
boards are buzzing as fix-up enthu-

siasts seek and dispense advice. 

“If you go online to any Web site, 
lots of people are more than will- 
ing to help out others,” says Carter 
^ Oosterhouse, a Denver-based 
renovation pro who helps 
homeowners with proj- 
ects on HGTV’s “Red 
Hot & Green” and 
“Carter Can,” and the 
DIY Network’s “The 
Inside Job.” He’ll next be 
featured on the premiere 
episode of “HGTV Showdown” 
(Feb. 8 at 9 p.m.). “It’s amazing the 
amount of feedback you can get 
on just about anything,” Ooster- 
house says. 

Tips, tricks and techniques are, 
of course, a hot topic at meetings of 
the Do It Herself group of Prince 
George’s County, where the mem- 
bers’ experience with fix-ups ranges 
from highly skilled to simply ambi- 
tious. Every few weeks, the group

meets to select new projects; each 
member can propose a project at 
her own home, as long as she’s 
already put in some time working 
on another’s fix-up. 

“If it’s your house and your proj- 
ect, you’re responsible for looking 
up the instructions on how to do 
it,” says Do It Herself group found- 
er VaLerie Hill, a 40-something 
Bowie resident who is a Realtor with 
Century 21 Home Center. “It’s your 
responsibility to have an idea

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Give DIY a Try 

Want to start your own home 
improvement group, or just ready to 
work on some repairs? We had a few 
pros nail down some tips. 

-> DON’T BITE OFF MORE THAN YOU 

CAN CHEW: Never used a hammer, but 
planning a complete makeover of the 
kitchen? Thinkagain. Even experi- 
enced DIYers can get into hot water 
by taking up projects that are beyond 
their skill level, leading to botched 
work, or pricey additional fix-ups by 
contractors. “Know what you’re get- 
ting into,” says HGTV and DIY Net- 
work home improvement pro Carter 
Oosterhouse. “If you’re starting off 
forthefirsttime, try to do some of 
the easier things around the house.” 
Simple projects, like moving furniture 
and using new windowtreatments, 
are great starters, Oosterhouse says. 

STOCK YOUR TOOL BOX: Ooster- 
house recommends wannabe Bob 
Vilas invest in the basics — hammer, 
nails, screw gun, tape measure, pliers 
— and thatthey rememberthe adage: 
You get what you pay for. High-quality 
tools are often more expensive, but 
they’re worth it, Oosterhouse says. TV 
shows, books, Web sites and home 
repair stores can be great resources. 
And talking with other DIY enthusi- 
asts can help spread knowledge and 
inspiration, says Delores Wilson, a 
member of the Do It Herself Meetup 
Group of Prince George’s County. 

“It’s funny how creative ideas start 
flowing if you use a group as a sound- 
ing board,” Wilson says. 

BE ORGANIZED: If you’re trying 
to form your own DIY club, lay out 
some ground rules atthe startto 
keepthe group’s focus on thetasks 
at hand (rather than simply social- 
izing), recommends VaLerie Hill, the 
founder of the Do It Herself Meetup 
Group of Prince George’s County. 

Hill set up her groupthrough Meetup, 
com (which charges between $12and 
$19 per month per group)to helpthe 
group stay in touch and keep track of 
upcoming events online. 

-» KEEP IT LOCAL: Limit the member- 
ship of your DIY groupto a particular 
region or neighborhood, Hill says. It’s 
often not worth itto make members 
travel from out of town, if it requires 
them to set aside extra time (and gas 
money) to be at every meeting.

of the project, to get all the materi- 
als and to have all the instructions, 
but you can also ask other group 
members for help.” 

The group has divvied up major

2007, when Hill decided to create a 
space for like-minded local women 
on Meetup.com. 

“I started [the group] because 
I was frustrated with contractors 
who didn’t show up,” Hill says. “A 
contractor who was scheduled to 
come at 9 a.m. didn’t show up until 
3:30 p.m. ... and several phone calls 
from me. He was only putting up 
some cabinets in my laundry room, 
and once I saw how easy it was, I 
thought to myself, 1 could have done 
that, if I just knew how.’” 

Now, Hill knows about every- 
thing from power tools to painting 
to the physics involved in torque. 

Connie Kiernan, a self-taught 


home improvement enthusiast, says 
she joined the group last year to 
help teach others about DIY work 
— and to pick up tips from oth- 
ers. “What’s wonderful about the 
group is that everybody’s learning,” 
says Kiernan, 57, a Bowie resident 
and a senior project manager at 
the U.S. Mint. “I’ve enjoyed being 
able to share with other ladies in 
the group, with folks that had a 
problem but didn’t know how to 
solve it. Being able to mentor and 
give people that self-sufficiency, 
I’ve really enjoyed.” 

By working together often, many 
of the group members have become 
close friends. Their meet-ups are all 
business — they’re serious about 
their projects — but they also hold 
occasional planning and social 
gatherings at restaurants. 

More bonuses: The Do It Her- 
selfers say they no longer need to 
rely on family or friends for help 
with home repairs, and have saved 
money as the economy has sunk 
into a recession. Group members 
pay $15 per year to cover the costs 
of being organized through Meet- 
up.com, but most think they make 
back that money by eliminating the 
need to hire contractors. 

Do It Herselfers also save money 
by learning new skills at free Home 
Depot clinics. Nearly every week- 
end, most Home Depot stores offer 
one-time classes on topics such as 
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HANDS-ON: Do It Herselfers remove wallpaper from a group member’s bathroom. 


ceramic tiling, interior lighting and 
painting (for details on what’s being 
offered at your neighborhood Home 
Depot, visit Homedepot.com). 

Crysta Norris, the operations 
assistant store manager at the Home 
Depot in Bowie, says she’s noticed 
a recent surge in popularity of DIY 
home repairs as the economy has 
soured. 

“We’re getting a lot more foot 
traffic from the everyday do-it-your- 
selfers,” Norris says. Though she isn’t 
familiar with any local fix-up clubs, 
Norris says, she thinks it’s “the best 
idea since sliced bread.” 

“Doing something with a group 
is sometimes easier and more satis- 
fying because you’re working with 
a team. But there are some projects 
that I feel everybody can do [without 
help from others]. A bucket of paint 
can make of a world of difference in 
a new room. If you just paint your 
bathroom, change your light fixture 
and put up some new shower cur- 
tains, it’s like you’ve added $500 of 
value to your property. And that’s 
a one-person job.” 

As someone who has worked on 
home projects for nearly 20 years 
(he started by helping to build 
homes as a teen), Oosterhouse, 32, 
isn’t surprised at the DIY phenom- 
enon, whether it’s among individu- 
als or in groups. Sharing work saves 
time, he says, noting that even on 
his TV shows, extra crew mem- 
bers help out behind the scenes to 
speed up renovations. “If I have a 
team around me, it definitely makes 
sense for other people, too,” Oost- 
erhouse says. 

And even after an HGTV-wor- 
thy renovation, the desire to keep

improving the home often sticks, 
he says. What makes such rehabs 
so addictive? 

“I think it’s the sense of empow- 
erment,” Oosterhouse says. “When 
you see a relatively big change in a 
short period of time, it makes you 
feel good about yourself; it makes 
you feel like you’ve accomplished 
something.” 

The Do It Herselfers say they 
feel that sense of achievement, 
too. Some members say it’s espe- 
cially nice because the group is 
limited to women. Hill instituted 
the females- only rule to make sure 
everyone felt comfortable and safe 
in the group, but also to keep the 
focus on the projects. “It’s not a pick- 
up type thing. We’re about getting 
projects done; we’re not trying to 
meet guys,” she says. 

Club member Barbara Adam, 42, 
of Greenbelt says she used to rely on 
help from male friends or relatives 
whenever she needed repairs done. 
Now, she says, those days are over. 

“It gives you the confidence to 
tackle projects that you really don’t 
need to pay someone to do,” says 
Adam, an auto insurance claims 
representative. “You just need 
the know-how and the support.”

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Real estate classes 
teach novices how 
to save on sales — 
or launch a career 

The bears are loose on Wall Street, 
and interest rates are down — which 
can only mean that it’s time to buy. 
Could an already sweet real estate 
deal become a steal if you earn 
your real estate license to 
save on commissions and 
closing costs? 

“Absolutely,” says Bill 
Spadea, vice president I 
of executive recruiting * 
for Weichert Realty. “You ^ 
can save thousands.” But 
Spadea, who hires and trains 
agents and instructors while run- 
ning the firm’s East Coast real estate 
schools, says that getting the license 
is just the beginning of the process 
to become an agent. 

While anybody can take a course, 
pass a test and become licensed, if 
you want to sell or list homes on an 
ongoing basis, it’s best to be affili- 
ated with a broker, Spadea says. 
Besides the advertising advantages, 
there are also legal concerns. Even 
people who sell their own homes are 
cautioned to seek counsel from real 
estate attorneys. 


First things first, though. To earn 
your real estate license, you must 
complete 60 hours of classes in sub- 
jects such as ethics and real estate 
law. Then, you’ll need to pass a test 
on those topics. Luckily, the require- 
ments and tests for the District, 
Maryland and Virginia are similar, 
and based on universal principles 
and practices of real estate, such as 
contracts, financing and environ- 
mental issues. There are also 
sections on local rules and 
regulations. 

Classes are avail- 
able online and in 
person through real 
estate companies. In 
Maryland, they are also 
offered through colleges. 
Prices vary depending on 
schools; the test costs about $100. 

“It’s a lot of hoops to jump 
through,” says Rob Steward, a 
Weichert Realtor who works in 
Germantown. Steward and his 
wife both started second careers 
in real estate as a result of trying to 
sell their house. Unfortunately, the 
market began to dip as the Stew- 
ards were hunting, so they ended 
up staying put. But the process 
put a hook in them. They took the 
course and the test together through 
Weichert and have been licensed 
for three years.

After he earned his license, it 
took Steward seven months to sell 
his first house. Being in the right 
place at the right time helped him 
make the sale. “These people came 
into the office on Christmas Eve,” 
he says. “In an office of 80 agents, 
I was the only one here.” 

Despite Steward’s success, some 
real estate experts caution that 
acting as your own agent can be 
disastrous. People who get a license 
to save on their own transactions 
“usually create a mess, since they 
do not know what they are doing,” 
says Adrienne Szabo, a Woodley 
Park-based agent for Long & Fos- 
ter. “Being a Realtor is a very com- 
plicated job,” she says. “There are 
a hundred ways you can mess up 
before you get to closing.” 

Szabo, a native of Hungary who 
has lived in the U.S. since 2005, 
entered the field when she was 
searching for new digs in the Dis- 
trict. She spent 10 months looking 
for an apartment before she final- 
ly found one, but she couldn’t stay 
away from the hunt. “After I was 
situated, I didn’t stop,” she says. 
“I kept going to open houses, kept 
looking at the paper. People usually 
get fed up. I was the opposite.” 

Szabo’s agent suggested she 
consider selling houses as a career. 
Her brother was a broker in North 
Carolina and she’d dabbled in the 
market in Europe, so it was a fair- 
ly simple transition. Lesson for 
aspiring brokers: If you want to get 
licensed, it helps to have a back- 
ground in sales. 

A love of houses, renovation and 


design also pulls a steady stream of 
recruits into the field. 

Daryl Judy, a Georgetown-based 
agent for TTR Sotheby’s Interna- 
tional Realty, taught school and 
worked for a biotech firm before he 
decided to change careers two and 
a half years ago. After he became 
licensed, Judy tapped some con- 
nections to find a job at Sotheby’s

without having any experience sell- 
ing houses. “It’s a very rare thing to 
end up here,” he says. “The first year 
was very hairy.” 

Judy doesn’t see his office bring- 
ing in a new agent who’s just inter- 
ested in working his or her own 
deals. But some agencies, including 
Weichert, do use part-timers as refer- 
ral agents who can pass along con- 
tracts to the firm’s full-time agents;
